PENITENTIARY REPORT. 


MISSISSIPPI PENITENTIARY, 
Insrrctor’s OFFICE, Jackson, Dec. 6, 1855. 


To His Exzcevllency, John J. McRae, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Sir: In accordance with law, it is made our duty to report to 
your Excellency, the situation and condition of the Penitentiary at 
the close of each fiscal year. 

The report of the Superintendent for the year just closed, which 
we herewith transmit to you, is so full and comprehensive, that we 
deem it necessary to add but a very few suggestions. 

The subjects alluded to by the Superintendent and his remarks, 
meet with our concurrence, and his recommendations are urged 
upon your consideration, and it is te be hoped will be sanctioned by 
the Legislature about to convene. 

The Superintendent has remained firmly at his post during the 
trying time of the past fall, and although he was himself taken sick 
with the prevailing epidemic, he at no time in any way neglected 
his duties, but has continued to perform them with fidelity and abil- 
ity. His Sergeant, Mr. Harrell, and many of the Guard, were 
also attack, as well as some ofthe convicts. The existence ofthis 
disease in the prison has very much interrupted the course of trade, 
and been a serious injury to the financial department, many per- 
sons having been afraid to come to the prison during the prevalence 
of the disease to make purchases, and also afraid to order goods dur- - 
ing such times. The consequence has been that receipts from the 
sales of manufactured articles have materially fallen off this year. 
Many complaints were justly made at the manner in which the 
goods were manufactured during the years of 1852 and 1853,—-they 
were too light for the trade,—the machinery was found to be very 
much worn and out of repair, and it was thought most advisable to 
stop operations for a few months, in order to repair the same. "This 
caused a heavy loss. Many of the looms have remained idle, and 
are still so, for want of hands to work them, our hands being very 
much diminished, caused by the failure to hold the regular courts in 
the counties of Hinds, Warren, Adams, Yazoo and Madison. 
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The expenditures of the past year have been unusually large— 
the high price of provision, the long drought,.and the prevalence 
of an epidemic, have been the cause. We were obliged to haul ` 
water from Pearl river, about six months of the year, at an average 
cost of i -velve dollars per day. This very heavy expenses was un- 
avoidabie. 

The Board, early in the Spring, seeing the importance of the 
subject, ‘and the difficulty likely to arise in the future, authorized the 
Superintendent to proceed to New Orleans, and procure a suitable 
person to bore an Artesian Wellin the prison yard. Mr. Read, a 
man of the highest recommendations was employed. He came. 
here, surveyed the ground, and gave it as his opinion that water 
could be found sufficient for all purposes, at a depth. of five or six 
hundred feet. Mr. Crow, his partner, commenced the work and 
proceeded without trouble to bore for one week, when he was 
obliged to leave in consequence of the death of Mr. Read. He 
has not yet returned, but we trust in a short time to have the work 
under way again and speedily completed. We esteem it the most 
important of all improvements that have ever been suggested at this 
Institution. The cost may be considerable, but we have reason to 
believe that it will not exc ed the amount which is annually ex- 
pended for hauling water to supply the Engine alone. : 

The Legislature some time since, directed that a Hospital should 
be erected within the prison yard. Mr. Swann, in his report, stat- 
ed that the work would be soon commenced—but this Board, after 
mature reflection, thought it best to postpone the matter until it 
should be determined what would be the best to do with the front 
prison building, now so rapidly going to decay that it is believed to 
be dangerous, and will, we think, soon have to be taken down. It 
has been thought that it would be most adviseable to build the con- 
templated Hospital in conjunction with thé front house, and for this 
reason the work has not been commenced. Itis expected that the 
Legislature will take immediate action in this mattcr. 

'The Rev. Mr. Lane resigned the office of Chaplain in Septem- 
ber last, and the Rev. Mr. Corbyn was elected to fill the place. 
Mr. C. had scarcely entered upon the duties of his office, when he 
was taken sick with the yellow fever, and we regret to say that he 
fell a victim to that disease. He was a good and useful man, and 
eminently qualified for Chaplain. The vacancy has not yet been 
filled. 

There is one additional subject which the Inspectors deem im. 
portant to be brought tothe attention of the Legislature. We 4 
allude to the defects in the.law governing the election and tenure of 
the officers of the prison. The present Superintendent was elect- 
ed on the 13th of January, 1854, for the period of two years, gave 
his bond, and was qualified to enter upon the duties of his office 
shortly thereafter. Upon applying for the same, he was informed 
by Mr. Swann, the then Incumbent, that he claimed to hold 
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the office until the following October, under an election by the 
ealled session of the Legislature. Thus situated, the contending 
parties to avoid litigation, agreed to submit the question to the ar- 
bitration of the Supreme Judges at Chambers, who decided that 
under the law regulating the election of officers of this Institution, 
Mr. Swann was entitled to hold the office until the 15th cf Octo- 
ber, and he accordingly did so. Mr. Russell will have held the 
office but, fifteen months when the Logislature convenes which is 
to elect his successor. If he is to remain two years in office, as 
all former Superintendents have done under the present law, his 
successor canrot enter upon his duties until nine months after his 
election. ‘This course, it will be seen, will cause great confusion, 
and render doubtful the liability of the Superintendent upon his 
bond. 

No time is now fixed by law, for the term of offi fice of the Phy- 
sician of the prison, and he has been permitted to hold on for four 
years, under a provision of the Constitution. 

In conclusion, we would say, that under the circumstances, we 
think the situation and condition of the Penitentiary is better than 
ought to have been expected. We have no complaint to make of 
the Superintendent, he has been vigilant and faithiul, and is in 
every way well qualified for the stdtion he E task has 
been a hard one the past year, and his labors most arduous— while 
he has managed with unusual kindness, his discipline has been 
decided and proper, but very few punishments have been inflicted 
by his orders, and the prisoners seem as cheerful and contented as 
itis possible for men to be in a place of confinement. 

Mr. Barrows, who holds the office of Clerk, has no superior in 
fitness for his position. 

The Officers and Guard have all acted together harmoniously, 
and the kindest feelings exist between them.

GENTLEMEN: In 0160۱6166 to the requirements of the law, it 
becomes ray duty as Superintendent- of this Institution, to present 
to you its present condition and transactions, during the past year, 

Upon taking charge of this very important and responsible office, 
1 felt deeply impressed with the confidence reposed in me. Without 
any experience whatever in prison discipline, I am free to confess 
that Î felt considerably embarrassed as to the best and wisest course - 
to pursue in the proper management of the inmates of such an 
institution. Upon mature reflection I came to the conclusion that 
the best way to govern the prisoner was by kindness, yet without 
relaxing the reins of discipline. Upon this principle I resolved 
upon entering on the discharge of my duty to endeavor to govern 
so far as it should be in my power by the law of kindness and 
humanity,—the extraordinary godd conduct of the prisoners ad- 
monishes me that the principle was a correct one. It affords me 
great pleasure in saying that a more obedient, faithful and indus- 
tricus set of prisoners cannot be found. No outbreaks of any 
kind have occurred,—punishment has been of rare occurrence, 
and when inflicted has been of a very light nature. The prisioners 
generally, seem to be as contented and happy as could be expected 
under the circumstances. For these results however, I am much 
indepted to the watchful diligence and faithfulness of Mr. W. C. 
Harrell, Sergeant of the Guard. 

The health of the prison during the past year has been good. 
No disease of a serious character has prevailed until the appear- 
ance of yellow fever. Upon its first approach in our city, | deemed 
it proper and advisable to enforce a rigid quarantine, not permit. 
ting any one connected with the prison to go outside the walls day 
or night, —every thing about the prison was thoroughly cleansed,— 
in fact, every precaution was taken to prevent its appearance 
amongst us, but all proved fruitless. ‘The first case occurred on 
the 1st day of October, and the last one on the 11th of November, 
There were eleven cases in all. Five of the Guard, the Sergeant 
of the Guard, four of the prisoners and myself, were attacked. 
Out of this number I deeply regret the loss of two of the Guard, 
Mr. D. B. Robbins, and Mr. H. T. Bailey, also one of the prison- 
ers, No. 57. It is with sincere regret that I announce to you the 
death of our esteemed Chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Corbyn. He had 
been elected but a short time before death had marked him for a 
victim. He fell in discharge of his duty of thé prevailing epidemic. 
Much praise is due to the Guard for the manner in which they 
conducted themselves; very heavy and onerous duties were im- 
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poséd and performed without a murmur. I take this method of 
expressing my thanks to Mr. A. N. Kimbali and Col. J. P. Jones, 
fot their attention to the sick. 

There have been during the year but four deaths—this may be 
attributed-in a great degree to the skill of Dr. Cahiness, the Phys- 
ician and Surgeon, in the treatment of disease. There have been 
eleven pardoned by the Governor, discharged by expiration of sen- 
tence eighteen, one sent back by writ of error, one sent to Lunatic 
Asylum, and one escaped, whose'time would have expired in six. 
weeks. l i 

Under a resolution of-the Board, I visiied New Orleans last 
Spring, and entered into an agreement with Mr. Read for the bor- 
ing an Artesian Weil within the walls of the prison. The work 
was commenced by his partner, Mr. Crow, on the seventh day of 
August last. After boring to the depth of 110 feet, he was com- 
pelled to cease operations, and return to New Orleans, in conse- 
quence of the death cf his partner, and is at this time engaged 
upon the well in that city. Nothiug has been done toward it since. 
The work is a highly important one, and should be carried on to 
completion—if successful, (and of this those who profess to know, 
have not the shadow of a douht) large sums of money will be saved 
annually, to the State. The amount of money disbursed the past 
year for hauling water, would pay for ihe well. It is supposed that 
a sufficiency. of water can be obtained at from five to six hundred 
feet. | trust that in a short time the work will be resumed. 

Your attention is directed to the dilapidated condition of the Pen. 
itentiary buildings. The main front building is in a dangerous 
condition, and requires immediate attention, if not very soon, it will 
eventually fall. But one successful remedy in my opinion, can be 
applied, that is, to pull it down and erect a frame building in its 
stead. The brick could he applied to the building of a Hospital. 
The wall is gradually giving way, causing the roof to part, and the 
building to be floeded with water in wet weather. A considerable 
amount has been already expended to remedy the evil, but to no 
purpose. 

The skylight over the east wing of the building will have to be 
recovered —the roof is in a very bad condition, and should receive 
prompt attention. 

. The private residence of the Superintendent is also going to de- 
cay, the wall at the west end of the building is very much cracked, 
and [ fear will fall, unless soon attended to. 

In compliance with a resolution of the Board of Inspectors, a 
tin roof has been put over the Engine House, at a cost of some 
$350 or $400 ; also the grounds in front of the main building have 
been enclosed with a plain but neat and substantial fence, at a cost 
of some $300. 

Your attention is called to the fact that the wood has been nearly 
cut from the land purchased by my predecessor—about 300 corda 
remain to be cut. More woodland will soon be required, unless.

another plan shall be adopted by which the prison can be supplied. 
{ am informed that wood can be delivered at the prison and cord- 
ed at $2 25.100. This is as cheap, if not cheaper than at pre- 
sent. It now costs five bits per cord to cut it, from one dollar and 
twenty-five cents to one dollar and a half, to haul it, and fifty cents 
or moré per cord for the wood, leaving out of the calculation steal- 
age, expense of forage for the stock, the hire of negroes to drive 
the teams and their wear and tear. "There are three teams be- 
longing to the prison, which are sufficientto supply enough of wood 
in ordinary times, but the past year has been an extraordinary one 
—they have been engaged a great part of the time together with 
others, in hauling water, consequently a very heavy outlay of mon- 
ey has been required for the hauling of wood. About 1800 cords 
of wood are consumed annually. I believe if the furnishing of 
hes, was let out to the lowest bidder, it could be had at $2 per 
cord. 

After entering upon the discharge of the duties of my office, 1 
found that very serious complaints were made by merchants and 
planters. as to the manner in which our goods had been manufac- 
tured. Upon an examination of the stock, then on hand, 1 discov- 
ered that a good cause for complaint did exist. The goods were of 
very inferior quality, altogether too light for the market. Most of 
them have been disposed of, not however without loss; it was im- 
possible to sell them at the established rates. Some are still on 
hand, and likely to remain so. [am confident that fifty thousand 
yards of goods could not have been sold the past year, had the same 
course been pursued. Considerable injury has already resulted on 
account of the inferiority of. the manufactured articles. Many mer. 
chants and planters who were in the habit of making their purcha- 
ses here, make them elsewhere. A change was made as speedily 
as possible, and the goods now manufactured are of a much better 
quality. 

Under the ninth section of the act passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, for the appointment of the necessary officers to 
take charge of the Lunatic Asylum, James Perkins (No. 95) has 
been removed to the Asylum, and is now maintained at that Insti- 
tution, at a cost of about two hundred and fifty dollars per year, by 
the Penitentiary. 

The act passed at the last session of the Legislature, prescribing 
the mode of conveying convicts to the Penitentiary, in my judg- 
ment, operates injuriously to the Institution. - There are just a suf. 
ficient number of Guard employed to guard the prisoners in the dif- 
ferent departments of the prison. When convicts have to be sent 
for, Guards are taken from their regular duties, who are frequently 
absent a week or two ata time, thus leaving some of the shops 
unguarded. This could be remedied by the employment of an 
extra set of Guard at the prison, for the express purpose, but they 
would not be engaged more than one fourth their time. The 
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law also requires the Superintendent, upon receiving information 
from the Judge, of the conviction and sentence of a criminal, to 
take immediate steps to have him conveyed to the Penitentiary. - It 
frequently happens that after sending for prisoners, a Writ of Error 
has been taken out, or the prisoner broke jail, and thus a heavy 
expense incurred to no purpose. - If the law should not be repealed, 
an amendment ought to be made to remedy this. 

Conformably to law, the accounts were closed on the 30th day of 


November, showing the following result as taken from the Clerk’s 
books :

Deduct from the above balance the sum drawn from the Trea- 
‘sury, and the result will show a nett gain in favor of the operations 
of the Institution the past year, of $4,683 27-100. Add to this the 
. amount that would have been realized from the sale of goods not 

manufactured in consequence of the unavoidable delays in repair- 
ing the machinery, and a nett gain of $17,643 27-100 would have 
been the result, leaving out of the calculation the loss of goods not 
manufactured for want of hands to attend the looms. 

The receipts of the Institution the past year, have been less than 
the previous year. This has resulted from several unavoidable 
causes. At the time I went into office, an epidemic was prevailing 
in our midst,and the past year closed with one, thus preventing per- 
sons from buying. If however an epidemic had not existed, the 
goods on hand at the time of my taking possession, were of such 
an inferior character that they could not have been disposed of,— 
by reducing the price I effected a few sales to some of our resident 
merchants, but most of them I was compelled to ship to other points 
and sold at reduced prices. This left me with but few goods on 
hand, and orders could not be filled. Thus situated, é main shaft 
of'the machinery broke, which caused operations to cease entirely 
for some ten days, the loss of this time was a loss in the manufac- 
turing of twelve thousand yards of Lowells, amounting to twelve 
hundred dollars. Operations were again suspended for five days, 
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caused from the breaking of the screw to the throttle valve, in 
which time six thousand yards of Lowells could have been manu- 
factured, worth six hundred dollars. The manufacture of woolen 
goods was also suspended for the space of five or six months, ‘in 
consequence of the damaged condition of the weol cards—it was 
a waste of time, money, and material, to use them—new ones were 
immediately ordered, and the maaufacture of Linsey commenced as 
soon as they were received. If this delay had not occurred, thirty- 
six thousand yards of woollen goods would have been manufactured 
and sold, amounting to eleven thousand one hundred and sixty dol. 
lars—other causes have existed. Some of the looms have remained 
icie {cr a month at a time, for want of hands to attend them. The 
number of inmates in the prison during the year have been less 
thar: for several years back; many have been discharged, and but 
few admitted. ‘The overhauling and repairing of machinery has 
also been a great drawback. . In justice to myself I must state, 
(and it is a fact well known by many) that at the time Î went into 
office, the machinery was in a very bad condition and going rapidly 
to decay. In this state of affairs something had to be done, some 
one would have to bare the burden occasioned by the loss of time 
that would resuit in repairing it. Would it have been the best pol- 
icy to have continued the manufacture of inferior and unsaleable 
goods, and suffer the machinery, which cost thousands of dollars, to 
go to ruin and leave it to a successor to repair, or to repair it myself 
and manufacture goods that would bare inspection. | determined 
upon the latter. ‘The whole machinery is nowin a geod condition, 
and a considerable improvement has been made in the quality of | 
the goods. Ifthe causes above stated, had not existed, more could 
have been accomplished. 

The Institution has labored under many embarrassments the past 
year. “The unusual high price of every article of provision, re- 
pairs in and about the building and machinery, the hauling of water, 
&c., have drawn heavily upon the receipts of the Institution—the 
hauling of water alone has cost between $1800 and $2000. 

Your attention is respecttully directed to the very small pay re- 
ceived by the Guard. Wages in every department of labor has 
advanced considerably in the last few years. Prices on every 
article of trade are much higher. A more liberal compensation 
would always command the services of faithful and efficient men, 
so essential in an institution like this. 

The salary now allowed by law, to the Sergeant of the Guard, 
is but a small compensation for the onerous duties imposed upon 
him. I hope it may be recommended to the Legislature to increase 
their compensation. 

You are respectfully referred to the documents marked A, B,' C, 
D, E and F, showing the amount of receipts and disbursements 
during the year, amount of stock, &c., on hand, list of convicts 
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pardoned, &c., list of convicts remaining in the prison at the close 
of the fiscal year, and account for clothing, &c. 

In closing this communication, gentlemen, permit me to say that 
to you, as well as the very efficient and accomplished Clerk, I owe 


“much for your attention and advice always so freely given. The 


utmost harmony and good feeling has existed during the past year, 
as should always exist in an institution of this kind.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


TO BE OBSERVED IN THE ` 


LIBRARY OF MISSISSIPPI. 


ARTICLE e ‘The Library shall be opened every day daring the 
session of the Legiclature, Sundays excepted, from nine o ‘clock in 
the morning till | three o’clock in the afternoon. 

Art. 2. In the recess of the Legislature, it shall be open three 
days in the week, Monday, W ednesday, and Friday, from nine 
o’clock in the morning to three o’clock in the afternoon, and on no 
other day. But during the sessions of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, the Court of Chancery, and the Circuit Court of the 
United States, the Judges of thise Courts shall have access to the 
Library every day in the week, Sundays excepted, from nine o’clock ` 
in the morning till five o’clock in the afternoon ; subject, however, 
to the rules and regulations herein prescribed. 

Art. 3. It shall be the duty of the Librarian, to make a con. 
venient classification and arrangement of the books in the Library, 
and such as may be added from time to time ; to have the books 
labelled or designated in such a manner as he may prefer, and to 
preserve due lists and catalogues ofthe same. He shall also keep 
due account and register of all issues and returns of books, as the 
same may be made. 

Art. 4. Books issued by the Librarian, pursuant to law, or the 

regulations ofthe Library shall be returned as follows : 

A folio, within three weeks. 

A quarto, within two weeks. 

An octavo, or duodecimo, within one week. 

And no person shall receive more than one folio, one quarto, or

two octavos or duodecimos, within .the terms aforesaid, unless so 
connected as to be otherwise useless, except that when any of the 
Judges may find it necessary to examine and refer to any greater 
number.of law books, he or they shall have a right, if he desires, 
to take out the law books so deemed necessary by him or them, 
subject to the rules hereby established. 
. Arv. 5. For all books issued to any person, a receipt or note 
shall be given, payable tothe Trustees of the Mississippi State Li- 
brary, and their successors in office, for double the value thereof, 
if in one volume only, but if it be one of a set, then double the value 
ofthe set to which it may belong, as nearly as the Librarian can 
ascertain the same, conditioned to return the book undefaced, within 
the time above mentioned, or to forfeit the amount of such note: at 
the expiration of which time, unless application has been made by 
another person for the same book, and the Librarian requested to 
make a memorandum thereof, the said Librarian, upon the books 
being produced to him, may renew the issue for the same, for the 
time and upon the conditions aforesaid ; Provided, that every re: 
ceipt or not shall contain a further forfeiture or penalty, for every 
day's deteption of a book beyond the specified time ; that is to say: 

For a folio, one dollar per day. 

For a quarto, fifty cents per day. " 

For an octavo or duodecimo, twenty-five cents per day. 

Which forfeiture or penalty may, for good cause, be remitted by . 
the Executive, in whole orin part, as the case may require. 

ART. G. When any person entitled to the use of the Library, 
shall prefer to take a book for the limited time without removing it 
from the Library, he shall be allowed to do so, and preserve his 
priority for the use of such book, for the time limited, in like man- 
ner as if he had withdrawn the book from the Library; and the Li- 
brarian shall keep due account and entry of all such cases. 

Art. 7. No book shall be taken from the Library for the pur. 
pose of being loaned to persons who are not entitled, as members 
or functionaries of the Government, to, their use. 

Art. 8. Books returned shall be delivered to the Librarian, to 

be examined whether damaged or not. 
. "Anm; 9 Jf a book be returned damaged, thesparty returning it 
shall not be entitled to receive another, until the damage for the first 
be satisfied ; nor shall any person who has incurred any fine or for- 
feiture, be entitled to receive a book from the Library, until such 
fine or forfeiture be satisfied. 

ART. 10. “No book shall be issued within eight days of the ter. 
mination of any session of the Legislature, to any member thereof. 

Art. 11. All books issued to the. members of the Legislature, 
shall be,returned five days before the close of the session, whether 
` the time allowed for the use thereof be expired or not. 

` Art. 12. No person shall be allowed to take down from the 
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presses or shelves in the Library (withcut permission granted by the 
Librarian,) or in any manner to derange or misplace any of the. 
books or other property belonging thereto. 

Art. 13. No person or persons shall be allowed to hold conver. 
sation in loud voice in the Library room, or in any manner to hin- 
der, molest, or disturb any others who may be disposed to read there. 

Art. 14, There shall be retained in the Library all charts, ' 
maps, plans of buildings, or other designs in manuscript ; volumes 
of plates or engravings ; books accompanying charts, plates, or en- 
gravings ; tables of chronology ; volumes of newspapers, and other 
periodical political publications ; encyclopoedias, or dictionaries of 
the arts; all geographical works, gazettes and dictionaries of lan- 
guage. Of the above, none shall be taken from the Library by 
any person, without special requisition, in writing, from the Speaker 
of either House of the Legislature, when the same may be requir- 
ed for the immediate use of the House. 

Art. 15. It shall be the duty of the Librarian, six days before 
the termination of any session of the Legislature, to present to any 
member thereof, a list of the books which he has reccived from the 
Library, and not returned. 

ART. 16. The Librarian shall, four days before the termination 
of any session of the Legislature, furnish the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and the President of the Senate, with a list of 
the names of such of the members thereof as shall not have return. 
ed the books received from the Library, together with a description 
and value of such books, and also of the value of the set to which 
they may belong, and the amount of fines with which they may 
stand charged. : 

Arrt. 17. The Librarian shall collect all fines and forfeitures ac- 
cruing upon notes given for books taken from the Library, for which 
he shall account with the Trustees of the Library, from time to 
time, as may be required. 

Arr. 18. A printed catalogue of the books, with the rules an. 
nexed, shali be furnished to each person entitled to the use of the 
Library. 

Arg. 19. Ali persons shall be entitled to the use of the Library 
on the days during which the same shall be open, pursuant to the 
foregoing rules. 

Arr. 20, The Librarian shall enter into bond with two securi. 
ties, in the penalty of two thousand dollars, conditioned that he will 
faithfully discharge the duties of his appointment according to law, 
and the rules and regulations which may, from time to time, be pre- 
scribed by the Board of Trustees for said Library, and that he will 
deliver over to his successor, all books, maps, charts, papers, man- 
uscripts, engravings, and whatever else properly belongs and 
appertains to said Library. NA 

Resolved, That books shall not hereafter be taken from the Li. 
brary by any person excepta member of the Board of Trustees, or 
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one of the Judges of the Circuit Court of the United States, the 


State Treasurer, Adjutant General, or State Commissioner; Pro- . 


vided, that this resolution shall not extend to members of 'either 
House of the Legislature during the session of the same ; and the 
19th article of the rules and regulations for the government, of the 
Library, so far as it authorizes books to be taken from the Library, 
be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Resolved, That persons who have filled the office of Governor of 
this State, of Chancellor, or Judge of the High Court of Errors 
and Appeals, or who have been members of the Senate of the Uni- 
ted States from this State, shall be entitled to take books out of the 
State Library, whilst they. may be in“ the city of Jackson, in the 
same manner, and upon the same conditions with the members of 
the Board of Trustees.—[ Nov. 3d, 1848.

REPORT OF THE STATE COMMISSIONER.

Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


1 wonld respectfully submit to your Excellency, the folowing 
brief report of the transacticns of my office from January Ist, 
1854, to January 5th, 1356, inclusive. 

During that periud i have seld the following lands belonging te 
the Seminary fund, viz :— Phe half of section 22, Township 15, 
° Range A East, to A. M. Newman and Pearce Noland, jr., for the 
gross amount of 81550. When the Seminary Lands were valued 
by Commissioners appointed for that purpose, this tract, for some 
reason unknown to me, was not included. 1 have made this sale 
upon the valuation of three disinterested gentlemen, who examined 
it thoroughly, and I believe the price obtained is reasonable and 
just. QOne-fourth of the amount was paid in hand, and for the bal. 
ance I took the notes of these gentlemen respectively, for one, two 
and three years. I have also sold the South half of Section 25, and 
the North half of Section 36, in Township 7, Range 1 East, to Wm. 
F. Batley, for the sum of $6100. One-fourth of this amount was 
paid, and for the balance 1 took his notes due in one and two years. 
From such infOfmation as 1 could obtain from disinterested gentle- 
men. acquainted with the land, I believe the sale a good one. Itis 
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scarcely necessary to add that no title will be made to these lands 
until the last p are made. 4 

Of the Lands belonging to the Sinking Fund, taken under com- 
promises or bought in at Sheriff's sale under judgments, I have 
sold the N. E, 1-4 of Section 36, Township 27, Range 2 East,. 
and the N. West 1-4 of Section 31, Township 27, Range 3 East, 
in the county of Panola; also the N. W. 1-4 and the W. 1-2 of the 
N. E. 1.4 of Section 17, Township 7, Range 2 West, and the E. 
4-2 of the N. E. 1.4, and 20 acres of the E, 1-2 of the S. E. 1.4 
of Section 18, Township 7, Range 2 West, in the county of Hinds. 
These lands have been sold for prices equalling, I think, the price 
obtained by others for lands of similar quality. 1 have required 
one third down, and given a credit of one and two years on the 
balance, retaining the title. 

For more particular details in relation to the Seminary, Sinking 
and Town Lot Funds, I beg leave to refer your Excellency to my 
last Report of 1351.
